Tell me what bappened on the night in question, the events 
leading up to your discovery of the body.

What can you tell me about the injury to Miss Curbishley?

She’d lost her 
cat, it got run over a couple of weeks ago, and Harry made a joke 
about cats, and she started screaming, and hitting the table with her 
knife. 

All this after one joke about cats? 


Well, a couple, from Tony too. But she really over-reacted. There 
was no malice in it. Not really. We were just about to have coffee 
when she suddenly went really manic, stabbed the table three times 
and must have caught her hand with the knife. There was blood 
everywhere. 


What happened after that? 


Well, Harry left the table. He said he had work to do, and he usually 
did, but I think he realised that it had all backfired. 


He didnt try to apologise to Antonia, or make it up to ber? 


No, of course not. You don’t start screaming and stabbing yourself 
at dinner parties just because the host cracks a joke about cats you 
know. 


What did you do at this point? 


I was trying to stop the bleeding and calm her down. Desmond, 
Desmond Thruxton was helping me. It’s the sort of thing that 
happens in kitchens all the time, apparently. 


What were the others doing?

No, I was going to try to get Harry to speak to her. She was much, 
much calmer after cleaning herself up, but she kept on saying “I’m 
fine” and “Calm, calm, calm” to herself, so she still wasn’t quite right.

Detective Inspector Rogers and Antony Croton. 


What can you tell me about the dinner party that preceded 
the murder? 


Awful. Simply awful. Wrong mix, you see. Have to have the right 
mix. Like cocktails, you see. Except they’re not drinks of course. 


Did Harry annoy or upset anyone in particular? 


Antonia, obviously. Lots of cracks about cellists, you know, that 
Thomas Beacham one about scratching an instrument of pleasure. 
Sorry. He could be very mean Harry. But he was very good at 
getting people to laugh at things which were cruel. There were lots 
of jokes about cats too, which were beyond the pale. Poor woman 
was obviously unbalanced.

The 
man’s a librarian for God’s sake! What sort of job is that for a grown 
man? 


And what ts your current employment? 

How dare you! If Harry hadn’t been such a churlish git and thrown 
me out just as all my hard work was starting to pay dividends, I’d be 
earning more in a month than you get all year! 

I’m sorry. It’s been a very difficult time for us all. I didn’t mean that 
about Harry. He was a splendid cove, really.

She 
was gone for about ten minutes and we started to worry about her 
but when she came back she was grinning like a Cheshire cat.

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Detective Inspector Rogers and Antonia Curbishley. 


I understand you got very upset at the dinner party. 


Upset? No. I got furious. ’'m sure the others have portrayed me as 
some foolish neurotic woman, and yes,I made a bit of a scene, but I] 
have no regrets. Apart from cutting myself, which was a silly 
accident. That amount of fury affects your aim you know. 


So why were you so furious? 


It’s a bit of a saga. My cat, Smushy, I’d had him for years, he was 
more than a...whatever, I was very attached to him. Anyway, Smushy 
got run over about a month ago, which, well, you know, these things 
happen. I know that, but they’re still very sad when they do. So 
I've been a bit upset about it, which is only natural. And then, 
literally adding insult to injury, Harry starts making jokes about it. 
He was such a spoilt brat of a man. 


And these jokes made you angry? 


To begin with, no, but when you’ve had some over-privileged sadist 
serving lasagne by dropping each portion onto the plate from a 
great height, then making a screeching noise and miaowing, I think 
most saints would have had their patience tried. Turned out that 
was just the beginning of the evening’s entertainment. 


Wasn't the idea of this meal to “patch up differences”? 


I think that may have been his original] intention, but that was 
quickly forgotten. 


What differences did you have to patch up? 


Oh, we'd had a long running battle about noise. I play the cello, and 
teach piano to children, and since Harry’s set up business at home, 
he’s been bothered by the noise. His office is directly beneath my 
music room, so he was in the front line. But instead of coming to 
some reasonable agreement, he just started to retaliate. He installed 
huge speakers in his study and would play music at top volume 
when I was playing. Or when I was asleep. Occasionally when the 
children were being dropped off or picked up by their parents, he’d 
hang out of the window, pulling faces and putting on this 
Quasimodo voice, shouting “She’s mad! She’s mad!”. Charming, I’m 
sure you'd agree. 
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Did anything else stand out about the meal? 


Well, Harry was being rude to everyone, so it’s difficult to single 
anything out. After a bit, you just switch off. One odd thing was 
when Harry started going on about the peeping tom. I hadn’t heard 
anything about this, but obviously everyone else had. Harry was 
saying that he’d captured the ‘voyeur’ on video or something, and 
every time he said “peeping tom” he’d say it really loudly, and looked 
around the table in this melodramatic manner. 


Did he seem to focus on anyone in particular? 


No, he was obviously relishing twisting the knife. Everyone just 
smiled. I didn’t know if the whole thing was just a joke, or whether 
he was being completely serious. It was always difficult to tell with 
Harry. 


Anything else? 


Not really. Oh, what am I saying? Ha! Harry sort of proposed to 
Miranda. Everyone was stunned. I thought they’d been an item for 
years, so I was surprised at the surprise, if you see what I mean. It 
was only after talking to Antony afterwards that I found out that 
they’d split up a while ago. 


What did Miranda do when this happened? 


She didn’t say anything, she just smiled. I thought that maybe they’d 
talked about it before, and this was just them announcing it. But 
everyone else seemed a bit taken aback by it, apart from Karl, who 
just carried on sneering. The weirdest thing was Shirley’s reaction. 
She looked like she’d been slapped with a wet fish. 


Why did you cut yourself? 


Well, I didn’t do it deliberately if that’s what you mean. I was just 
furious and missed. 


What time was this? 


About 10.20pm. Harry and Karl left, 1 think, and Miranda and 
Desmond looked after my hand. Antony went off somewhere, came 
back ages later with a bottle of brandy. Desmond insisted on 
hugging me, but I have to say that the brandy was far more 
effective. 











What time did you go to the bathroom? 


Just after eleven, I think. I needed to clean all the blood off and pull 
myself together. 


Did you see anyone else? 
Not a soul. 
And while you were in the bathroom, did you bear anything? 


Not really. But when I came out I thought I heard someone go up 
the stairs but I wasn’t really aware that I was going to be a witness 
in a murder investigation, so I didn’t really give it much thought. 


What bappened between you getting back and the body 
being found? 


Well, I got back, and about five minutes later Desmond went off to 
see who was making the racket on the stairs. 


Did you notice anything odd about bim when he came back? 


Not really. I mean, he’s normally quite odd. Quiet and odd. Come 
to think of it, he did have this line on his forehead, which could 
have been blood. I’m not pointing the finger. It could have been 
anything. I only spotted it after he had, in the mirror over the 
mantelpiece. He was cleaning it off with the palm of his hand, like 
he was smoothing his hair out of his eyes or something.

The 
cello is a bit annoying, but she’s a nice girl that Antonia, always 
checking that it isn’t too loud. 


Tell me about the dinner party. 


Mmm. The high spirits were a little too high. Harry had a captive 
audience and he was just being rude really. ’m not too fond of 
Karl, he’s an awkward so-and-so at the best of times, but they were 
being terrible to him. 


How? 


Well, a lot of it seemed to be private jokes, either that or it went 
over my head, but at one point they seemed to be accusing him of 
being a sex pervert. 


Had you been aware of a peeping tom? 


No, not at all. J thought it may have been one of their public school 
pranks gone too far. Karl wasn’t looking too happy, but I can’t say I 
blame him. Even if he is some sort of lurker, well then he needs 
help, not people making fun of him in public. 
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Anything else notable about the meal? 


Well, they gave Antonia an even harder ride. It was embarrassing. 
Then after all that nastiness, Harry says he’s getting married. 


Were you surprised at this? 


Not at all. I guess that was the real reason for calling the dinner 
party, to let us all know. They’d been seeing each other for ages and 
ages. J mean, they’d had their differences, but first love and all that. 
How she puts up with him...sorry...put up with him, I don’t....sorry. 
It’s not right to speak like that of the dead. 


What bappened when Antonia cut ber hand? 


Well, Harry walked away from it, typical really. Karl got even more 
sneery and ran off,and Antony wondered off, vaguely looking for 
something to calm her down. He was gone for ages, so I said J 
thought I had seen some old sedatives somewhere in cur house, 
and went through the garden to get them. Of course I had to look 
all over for them. 


And then the phone rang? 


You do do your homework, don’t you? Yes, it did. Someone from 
one of the hotels I supply staff for, saying that a silver service 
waitress hadn’t turned up for the late sitting. Happens every so 
often. [had to make a couple of calls, to find someone to cover. 
But one thing, before I forget, as | was searching for tranquillisers in 
my bedroom, I heard an almighty crash next door. 


What time was this? 


I'm not sure. No [ know, it was just before 11pm, cos afterwards I 
remember hearing the clock in his office chime 11. 


And what time did you return next door? 


Oh about half an hour later. As I was coming through my kitchen, I 
heard someone come out of their kitchen and go down the steps to 
the basement. 


Karl? 


J suppose so, but I didn’t actually see him, so J can’t be sure. When 
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I got back, Antonia seemed to have stopped bleeding and had 
calmed down. She was chatting to Miranda and Antony. It was all a 
bit subdued though. 


Was your husband there? 


No, he wasn’t, but he came back shortly after I got back. He’d heard 
Karl shouting or something and had been seeing what was going 
on. 


Did he seem to be behaving oddly? 


How do you mean? Desmond is very shy and he hates any sort of 
disturbance, so the whole evening had been a bit of a strain on him. 


If be hates disturbance, how come he’s got a record for it? 


He’d been under a lot of pressure. I don’t think that people who 
haven’t worked in restaurant kitchens have any idea what a cut- 
throat business it can be. Some very unpleasant people are 
involved, you know. 


Did you notice any blood on your husband or on his 
clothes? 


At the time, no, but afterwards yes. He had been attending to a 
woman who had stabbed herself clean through the back of her 
hand don’t forget. Look, you don’t have to be an agony aunt to see 
that me and Desmond have some serious differences, but I do know 
him, and I know he’d be incapable of battering someone like Harry 
to death. I live with the man, and he’d have fallen apart with guilt 
by now. 


Was your husband close to Harry? 

Not really. They didn’t have much in common. 

So why did your husband cook the meal for him? 

I didn’t know that. Erm...Desmond likes to cook, you know. He had 


lost his job and cooking dinner for Harry gave him the opportunity 
to do what he enjoys most.

Have you got any idea why I've called you back for a second 


chat?

You 
were upstairs for a long period of time looking for that bottle 
of brandy. Are you sure you only went into your bedroom?

All I can say 
is that this is an investigation of the utmost seriousness, and 
given various pieces of evidence that have arisen since our 
previous talk, I considered a second interview essential to 
gain a clear picture of your movements on the night in

It’s about my husband. He’s had...he’s in hospital. In a 
psychiatric hospital. 


What bappened? 


I came home from work the other day and I found him in 
the front room. He was sitting on the floor, he’d wrapped 
himself in some sort of brown tape, not like sticky tape, you 
understand, but like in video tapes, and we haven’t even got 
a video, and he had found lots of pencils, chopped them up 
into tiny pieces, and arranged them in patterns around him. I 
never knew we had so many pencils.

How much of a surprise was this? 


Not much, to be honest. Me and Desmond have been 
growing apart for some time, mainly because he’s become 
very withdrawn, which coincided with him getting sacked all 
the time. 


What did he get sacked for? 


He always said it was because they didn’t understand him, or 
“personality differences”. But, and this isn’t me spying, I was 
just worried about him, I asked around, being in the trade.

CONCLUSION 


Here end the rather messy files of Detective Inspector 
Rogers. They contain all the necessary information to 
identify the murderer, as well as several false clues and 
dead ends. It’s time to decide whodunit but before 
you turn over, think of your promotion and your 


reputation, both of which depend on your ability to 
solve this crime. 


Check through your notes carefully, comparing them 
to those of D.I. Rogers. 


(The first solution page is in mirror-writing, to stop an 
accidental glance ruining the book - hold the book up 
to a mirror when you turn the page, and all will be 
revealed!) 
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PROCESS OF DEDUCTION: 


Working out who did what and when, and who had access to the 


victim, are critical in order to work out who killed Harry. 


From the analysis of phone calls made to and from 59 Kippax 
Grove on the night in question, we know that Harry was alive up 
until 11.07pm because his business telephone line was active. 
Harry’s body was found at 11.35pm and at least 20 minutes had 
passed between his receiving several fatal blows and the body 
hitting the desk (see Scene of Crime Analysis Update). The murder 
must therefore have taken place between 11.07pm and 11.15pm. 


Who had access to Harry in that time? 


We can eliminate Antony Croton from the suspect list since he 
went upstairs at around 10.25pm and returned downstairs within 
ten minutes. He did not go back upstairs again until after Harry 
Hilton had been found dead. 


Miranda Davies can also be discounted since we know that 
although she had gone upstairs to look for a tourniquet for Antonia, 
she returned to the dining room at 11pm and did not leave the 
dining room between then and discovering Harry’s body at 


11.35pm. 


Antonia Curbishley did go to the bathroom after Miranda dressed 
her wound sometime soon after 11.00pm. But, as you are told, it 


was not the upstairs bathroom - it was downstairs. This was 








confirmed by Antony and by the presence of her own blood on the 
towels in the downstairs bathroom. She returned to the dining 
room ten minutes later. She was the only suspect not to go upstairs 


at any time. 


Karl Wilson had gone down to his flat at 10.20pm. The ‘phone 
records confirm that he was on the ‘phone (to his girlfriend) from 
10.59pm until 11.18pm. He returned at 11.20pm. He could not 


have committed the murder. 


Finally Desmond Thruxton was in the dining room the entire 
time until he followed Karl up the stairs at 11.20pm - and we 


already know that the murder occurred before this time. 


Shirley Thruxton’s movements are unaccounted for between 
11.07pm (when the ‘phone line stops been actively used) and when 
she returned to the dining room just after 11.20pm. She was 


therefore the only person with access at the critical time. 


FURTHER INFORMATION 


Antony Croton may have wanted to kill Harry for being such a 
bully, for sacking him and for announcing his engagement to 
Miranda, with whom he was in love. He took such a long time 
looking for the brandy bottle because, as he eventually admitted, he 
did go into Harry’s study, where he argued with Harry about 
Miranda. He was lying when he said he had heard Harry on the 


phone - as he later admitted. 


Miranda Davies had good reason to kill Harry - she had a 
pathological hatred of being deceived. When she saw Shirley’s 
expression when Harry announced their engagement, she realised 
he had been fooling around again despite promising her otherwise. 
She had warned him that if he ever lied to her again he would be 
“incredibly stupid and unreservedly sorry”. She had gone to look 
for a tourniquet for Antonia - she said she had gone into the kitchen 
and the upstairs bathroom, where she found an old tea-towel in the 
airing cupboard. What she omitted to tell Detective Inspector 
Rogers was that she had picked up the jade Buddha statue, which 
had been a token of their love, and thrown it at Harry’s closed study 
door in a fit of pique at his indiscretions (this was the crash Shirley 
heard from her bedroom). But as the clue said, there were more 
than one set of prints on the jade statue, and we know from the 


timings that she could not have killed Harry. 


Antonia Curbishley - Harry had been very cruel to her about her 
beloved Smushy. However, she was in the downstairs bathroom or 
the dining room during the critical time. From the floor plan it is 
apparent that it would have been quite obvious to anyone in the 
dining room if she had in fact gone upstairs, and other evidence | 


(see above) confirms her presence downstairs. 


Shirley Thruxton, however, went next door to her flat around 
10.34pm (seconds before Antony returned with the brandy at 
10.35pm). She telephoned Harry on his work number at 10.35pm 
to try to persuade him to change his mind about marrying Miranda 
(see alpurc call analysis). Harry was patronising, refusing to relent 


or argue, which infuriated her further and at 11.07pm she 
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Cuntruthfully) tells Harry to hang on as someone is at her door. 
What she really did was go out into the garden and enter Harry’s 
flat unobserved via the open back door. She climbed the stairs and 
went into his study where she hit him several times on the back of 
the head with the first thing that came to hand, the jade ‘lord of 
love’ statue which she had found in the hallway outside his study 
door. Harry remained upright and rigid but he was fatally wounded 
and realising what she had done, Shirley rushed home the way she 
had come to Start covering her tracks. She replaced the telephone 
receiver and calmly made her way back to Number 59 to rejoin 
everyone in the dining room. En route, she saw someone (Karl) go 
out of the back door down the stairs to the basement. As he 
slammed the back door in his wake, Shirley had to use the spare set 
of back door keys to let herself in. Nobody commented on the fact 
that she returned empty-handed, despite having been next door on 


a mission of some urgency for just under an hour. 


Karl Wilson could’ve wanted to kill Harry because he not only 
thought him Bourgeois but he had to put up with Harry’s endless 
taunts, his false accusations and his sick threats (Harry had been 
trying to force him out of the basement flat). As he eventually 
admitted to Detective Inspector Rogers, he did storm into Harry’s 
study around 11.20pm (while Shirley was back disconnecting her 
telephone call. Once inside, the position of the light and the high- 
backed chair Harry was in made him think that Harry was 
mumbling affectionately down the phone to someone, ignoring him 
on purpose. In fact, Harry was barely alive, moaning for help. 
Furious at being ignored, Karl had fled the house screaming “vile 


yuppie scum” and slamming the back door shut behind him. 


Finally Desmond Thruxton could have wanted to kill the 
deceased because Harry had found out it was he not Karl who was 
snooping on Miranda. As Shirley had hinted, when asked why 
Desmond kept being sacked, her husband was obsessed by other 
women (note Antony’s observation that he was hugging the injured 
Antonia). While upstairs che followed Karl up around 11.20pm), he 
used the pretext of looking for Karl, but he was really searching for 
Harry. He was keen to “negotiate” the return of the video evidence 
which revealed the identity of the peeping tom. He had cooked 
dinner as Harry had asked and hoped he would see reason and 
return the video in exchange. On finding Harry dead (or so he 
thought) when he eventually found him in his study, Desmond 
frantically searched the room for the video, knocking Harry’s 
camera off its tripod in the process. In an attempt to search 
through the desk drawers, Desmond had managed to knock Harry, 
causing him to fall forwards onto the desk, a pen piercing his 
forehead in the process. Horrified at what he had done, Desmond 
grabbed the video, which was sitting in the top right hand drawer 
of the desk, stuffed it under his chef’s apron, and ran downstairs 


arriving in the dining room around 11.30pm. He had indeed got 








blood on his forehead as Antonia suggested, and knowing he 
washed his hands on the way up the stairs, it must have got there as 
a result of contact with Harry. His breakdown, when he winds 
himself up in the video tape he found in Harry’s study and chops 
pencils in two, is another clue that he witnessed Harry’s horrendous 
dying state. In fact, the couple of minutes he spent in the room 
with Harry were enough to send him deep into the throes of 


madness.
